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The Unbreakable Tony Ortega 

How an Orange County kid became one of the country’s most influential reporters on Scientology

T ony Ortega wants people to 
attend his book signing this 
Sunday at the Neighborhood 
Community Center in Costa 
Mesa. It’s a homecoming for the editor of 
progressive website the Raw Story—he’s 
a graduate of Savannah High School in 
Anaheim, lived in Fullerton and Buena 
Park, and got his bachelor’s and mas¬ 
ter’s degrees in English from Cal State 
Fullerton. His book, The Unbreakable 
Miss Lovely: How the Church of Scientol¬ 
ogy Tried to Destroy Paulette Cooper, is 
already receiving rave reviews for its well- 
written, wonderfully reported narrative 
about one of the first journalists to take 
on the controversial religion. Still riding 
a wave of publicity based on his insight¬ 
ful commentary for the HBO Scientology 
documentary, Going Clear: Scientology 
and the Prison of Belief, Ortega expects 
the local appearance (sponsored by the 
Center for Inquiry Orange County) to be 
a great one, especially since Paulette Coo¬ 
per herself will join him. 

But, really, Ortega is more excited 
about where he and Cooper are going 
to be Sunday morning, just before their 
Costa Mesa appearance: at the Steve Allen 
Theater in Hollywood. 

“It’s two blocks from Big Blue,” he says 
with awe, referring to Scientology’s West 
Coast headquarters. “It’s where the FBI 
raided in 1977 and found the documents 
that showed Scientology had been harass¬ 
ing Paulette for years. And now, she’s going 
to be there. She’s really brave doing this!” 

Doggedly pursuing a story is a trade¬ 
mark of Ortega’s; he’s an award-winning 
reporter and editor who spent most of 
his career working for the chain that 
owns this infernal rag. He exposed 
hate groups in Southern California and 
Phoenix’s infamous Sheriff Joe Arpaio, 
and investigated John Steinbeck’s writ¬ 
ings. But over the past five years, Ortega 
has emerged as one of the country’s 
most-read writers about Scientology, 
frequently breaking news and driving the 
conversation as the religion has turned 
from a curiosity into a laughingstock. 

“What attracts me to the story is that 
they’re such bullies, and they get away 
with it all the time,” Ortega says. “They 
have celebrities and unlimited funds. 

But a lot of people have left Scientology. 
They’re really good people who join and 
just wanted to help the world, but they got 
caught up in this totalitarian organization 
that makes people’s lives terrible if they 
leave. They push little people around. And 
that bugs me.” 

Ortega was fascinated by Scientol¬ 
ogy even before becoming a journalist. 


He remembers the hubbub surrounding 
the death of Scientology founder L. Ron 
Hubbard in 1986 while an undergrad at 
Cal State Fullerton. It was when he was 
preparing to leave for UC Santa Cruz that 
he came across an “amazing series” on 
Scientology by the Los Angeles Times that 
appeared in 1990. “The Church bought 
billboards around LA, cherrypicking 
quotes from those stories,” Ortega says. 
“Because of that, I had a natural sort of 
interest about what it was all about.” 

He wouldn’t get a chance to explore the 
subject until 1995, in his first year with the 
Phoenix New Times. Reading the Arizona 
Republic, Ortega came across a letter to 
the editor by a man attacking the daily 
for not disclosing his allegations that Sci¬ 
entology had orchestrated a civil lawsuit 
against him. It turned into Ortega’s first 
cover story, “and one story led to another, 
one source led to another.” 

Even more articles got published in 
Ortega’s next paper, the now-defunct 
New Times LA. It’s telling about Ortega’s 
influence that many of his New Times LA 


Scientology pieces still get circulated on 
anti-Scientology websites and in groups, 
even though the paper’s archives have 
been offline for years. “I was in the belly 
of the beast,” Ortega says with a laugh. 
And always in the back of his mind was 
Cooper, author of the groundbreaking 
1971 book, The Scandal of Scientology. 

For her hard work, Scientology sued 
her in multiple countries for libel, while 
members crafted an elaborate plot that 
involved the forging of bomb-threat let¬ 
ters attributed to Cooper. The full scope 
of the scheme only emerged after the 
FBI raided the aforementioned Big Blue 
offices. Cooper and Scientology settled 
out of court for her troubles in the 1980s. 

'Whenever you’re writing about Sci¬ 
entology, and people find out that you 
write about them, you always get this 
question: 'Have you been harassed?”’ he 
says. “At the end, they’ll always say, ‘You 
know what they did to that woman, right? 
What’s her name?”’ 

Nevertheless, Ortega continued. He 
dialed back on Scientology coverage while 


working at papers in Kansas City and 
Florida, but he triumphantly returned to 
the topic in 2007 upon assuming the edi¬ 
tor’s chair at the Village Voice. “I started 
writing about it again because I knew 
people liked them,” he says. “And they got 
huge traffic.” 

But what was an occasional foray into 
an old beat turned into a nearly daily 
series in 2011, after Ortega received word 
that a group calling themselves the Squir¬ 
rel Busters was harassing Marty Rathbun, 
a former high-ranking Scientologist who 
had dramatically broken ranks with the 
Church. “No one was covering it—no 
one,” Ortega says. “So I decided to cover 
it every day.” 

Weeks later, the national media 
caught up to the Rathbun story, citing 
Ortega’s work. “That was the one that 
really convinced me that this is some¬ 
thing that was perfect for the Internet, 
for blogging,” he says. 

After leaving the Voice in 2012, Ortega 
continued blogging on Scientology at his 
personal blog, The Underground Bunker. 
By then, he had gotten the idea for writ¬ 
ing a book about Cooper. “What she went 
through is amazing,” Ortega says. “I’m 
surprised that no one had ever written 
about it before. I wasn’t going to try to 
compete with Lawrence Wright [who 
wrote the 2013 best-selling book on which 
Going Clear was based]. I knew I had 
to take one story that was real specific. 

All [of Cooper’s ordeals] told me that I 
thought it was a terrific project.” 

Scientology isn’t exactly happy with 
Ortega; asked for comment by the Daily 
Beast about his book, a church spokes¬ 
person called him a “parasite” who used 
“bigotry and false allegations about the 
Church of Scientology to create a cottage 
industry of hate.” 

Ortega doesn’t mind. People have pick¬ 
eted his previous lectures, and, he says, 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if people take 
pictures of [him and Cooper]” at the Hol¬ 
lywood and Costa Mesa events. But he 
remains unfazed. 

“I’m just a beat reporter,” the Titan says. 
“I have a front-row seat to a great story.”

B ible verses, calls to accept Jesus 

and the promise of eternal life can 
be heard in two disparate places in 
a southeastern suburb of Los Ange¬ 
les: the Calvary Chapel Chino Hills mega¬ 
church and the Chino Valley Unified School 
District Board of Education. 

Three of the five school board members wor¬ 
ship at the evangelical church on Sundays; two 
of them continue praying and preaching during 
the board meetings on Thursdays 

“Our lives begin in the hospital and end in the 
church,” then-board President James Na said 
during a meeting in January 2014, according to 
a video of the meeting. He urged onlookers to 
surrender themselves to God and, to “everyone 
who does not know Jesus Christ, go find him.” 

Some parents in the district say such 
proselytizing belongs at church, not at the 
school board. Parents first raised concerns 
about the prayers in September 2013—a 
few months before Na encouraged peo¬ 
ple to find Jesus—contacting the Free¬ 
dom From Religion Foundation, a 
Wisconsin nonprofit atheist 
group that opposes entangle¬ 
ments of church and state. The 
group sent board members 
a letter notifying them they 
were violating federal laws. 


That didn’t stop the public praying. 

“For the past week, I’ve been hearing in 
my mind, T can only imagine seeing the glory 
of God and dancing with Jesus,”’ Andrew 
Cruz, currently the board’s vice president, 
said from the dais during an October 2013 
meeting, a month after the atheist group’s 
letter landed. He drove that point home with 
a quote from 1 Corinthians: “Christ died for 
our sins, according to the Scripture, and he 
was buried and he was raised on the third 
day, according to the Scripture.” 

From fights over how to legally teach the 
Bible in public schools to bills allowing prayers 
in the classroom, school boards in pockets of the 
country continue to grapple with where to draw 
the line when it comes to religion in public 
education. The Chino Valley school board now 
is embroiled in a lawsuit that promises to be a 
flashpoint in the nation’s divide over religion. 

The fight has set the group of parents 
against the school board and the celebrity 
pastor of Chino Hills’ 10,000-member Cal¬ 
vary Chapel, which is dedicated to break¬ 
ing the church-state barrier. “Whether 
people like it or not, religion is part of the 
fiber of America,” Pastor Jack Hibbs told 
Reveal. “And we encourage our con¬ 
gregation to speak the truth in 
the public square.”

Calvary Chapel is helping a school 
board blur the church-state divide

The U.S. Supreme Court first ruled against 
school-sponsored prayer in the landmark 
1962 case Engel v. Vitale. Since then, courts 
have consistently banned classroom prayers 
or Bible readings organized by public schools. 
But last year, the high court ruled that city 
councils are allowed to open their meetings 
with Christian prayer, and past Supreme 
Court rulings have allowed state legislatures 
and the U.S. Congress to pray before sessions. 

To Calvary Chapel—as with other con¬ 
servative religious organizations around the 
country—that seeming inconsistency offers 
an opening. 

Hibbs also actively embraces a conserva¬ 
tive movement to bring politics into Sunday 
church services, frequently—and illegally- 
urging his congregation to vote for specific 
anti-abortion, anti-gay-marriage and pro- 
Israel candidates. 

In exchange for not paying taxes, religious 
groups are banned from participating directly 
or indirectly in political campaigns or making 
statements endorsing or opposing candidates 
for public office. Hibbs turns that restriction 
on its head, inviting candidates to his church, 
and then telling the congregation he’s not 
legally allowed to endorse anyone during the 
church service from “behind the pulpit.” 

“So then I just walk in front of the pulpit, 
bless the candidate and say how great he or 
she is and that I’m voting for them, and then 
go back behind the pulpit,” Hibbs said. 

Some in the community have complained 
about the church’s endorsements to the 
Internal Revenue Service, but so far, noth¬ 


a vote for Na would be a vote for God. “All 
you need to do is be on God’s side when vot¬ 
ing—it’s easy... .Vote for the best person for 
the job like ... James Na,” Hibbs wrote on his 
personal Facebook page, which has nearly 
13,000 followers. 

Hibbs also turned to social media to 
encourage people to vote for Cruz, who was 
elected to the school board in 2012, and he 
endorsed Sylvia Orozco, who was re-elected 
in 2014, at a church service at Calvary Chapel 
Chino Hills. Cruz, Orozco and Na would not 
comment for this story. 

“Every time we do these endorsements, 
that candidate has won,” Hibbs said. “The 
only time it didn’t work was for [Barack] 
Obama and [Mitt] Romney.” 

While the church’s candidates don’t always 
win, they do make up the majority of the cur¬ 
rent school board. As a result, the board often 
follows where Hibbs has led from the pulpit: 
It passed a resolution opposing same-sex 
marriage in 2008, spearheaded a Bible class 
as an elective several years ago and opposed 
a state law intended to protect transgender 
public school students.

ing has happened. In the 60 years since the 
ban on church electioneering has been on 
the books, only one church has lost its tax- 
exempt status for involvement in politics. 

Getting the blessing of the giant church, 
which says it has 8,000 registered voters, 
matters in the Chino Valley school dis¬ 
trict, where the highest vote-getter in the 
2014 board election received 11,341 votes. 
When Na ran for re-election in 2012, Hibbs 
endorsed him at church and turned to social 
media to encourage his congregation to 
vote for their fellow church member, saying 


hen board members didn’t 
stop praying, the Freedom 
From Religion Foundation 
filed a lawsuit in November 
accusing the Chino Valley school board of 
trying to convert members of the public to 
a certain brand of Christianity through its 
opening prayers, Bible readings and prosely¬ 
tizing from the dais. 

“They are so unbelievably over the top 
with the praying and proselytizing, and it’s 
inappropriate,” said Michael Anderson, 
a parent with two children in the district 
who is among those 
suing the school board. 
“The most insulting 
thing to me is that the 
board pushes dogma 
on everyone else in 
the community, and 
they’re not being inclu¬ 
sive of everyone’s reli¬ 
gious beliefs.” 

In February, the 
board aligned itself 
with the Pacific Justice 
Institute, a nonprofit 
conservative Christian 
law firm that takes 
religious liberty cases 
pro bono, to defend the 
board’s right to pray. 
Elsewhere, the insti¬ 
tute has fought for the 
right to home-school 

students, supported the phrase “under God” 
in the Pledge of Allegiance and defended 
public school students who have started cam¬ 
pus Christian groups. The Southern Poverty 
Law Center designated the Pacific Justice 
Institute as a hate group in 2014 for its views 
on lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
people. Brad Dacus, the institute’s president, 
once defended a pastor who called gay people 
“abominations” and said the Bible said they 
should be stoned to death. 

Michael Peffer, the lawyer from the Pacific 
Justice Institute who took on the school 


board case, says the district will not be 
cowed by what he calls atheist bullying. “We 
applaud the district for not giving in to this 
arm twisting for every mention of God in this 
system,” he said. 

Although the board claims that using the 
institute will save taxpayers thousands of dol¬ 
lars, the lawyer for the Freedom From Reli¬ 
gion Foundation offers a caveat: “If the board 
loses, they will be on the hook for all our legal 
fees,” Andrew Seidel said. 

In other religious-liberty cases, school 
districts have had to pay millions after they 
lost, even though they were defended pro 
bono. After fighting and losing a bid to 
teach “intelligent design” in public schools 
in 2005, the Dover Area School District in 
Pennsylvania had to pay $1 million in legal 
fees. And based on recent history, the odds 
of success are slim. No school board prayer 
case has reached the U.S. Supreme Court, 
and the only two federal appeals courts 
to take up the issue banned school board 
prayer, saying it violated the First Amend¬ 
ment’s establishment clause. 

A 2011 Third Circuit Court of Appeals case 
from Delaware found that the Indian River 
School District board’s policy of opening meet¬ 
ings with prayers conveyed a message favoring 
religion. A Sixth Circuit decision in 1999 found 
that prayers at the beginning of Cleveland 
school board meetings were unconstitutional. 

Still, dozens, if not hundreds, of school boards 
in America open their meetings with prayer. 

In 2014, the Freedom From Religion 
Foundation received 29 complaints about 
prayer in public school board meetings. The 
group estimates that for every complaint it 
receives, 50 go unreported. At school board 
meetings in Mesa, Arizona, members allow 
prayers before meetings. Boards in Virginia 
and Pennsylvania also opened their meetings 
with prayer last year. 

Nationally, there has been continued pres¬ 
sure to get not only prayer, but also the Bible 
itself into the public school system. 

Last year, the 15-member, majority 
Republican Texas State Board of Educa¬ 
tion approved dozens of social sciences and 
history textbooks despite objections that 
the books greatly exaggerated the influ¬ 
ence biblical figures such as Moses had on 
the Founding Fathers. In 2013, Mississippi 
required public schools to create policies 
that allow students to broadcast prayers over 
school intercoms and pray at assemblies and 
sporting events. These laws typically have 
followed in the wake of conservatives being 
elected to state Legislatures, then tapping 
into parental worries of moral decay. 

E very election, Calvary Chapel 
Chino Hills hands out ques¬ 
tionnaires to local and state 
candidates, then passes out the 
responses to its congregation. The question¬ 
naires typically cover many of the religious 
right’s hot-button national issues rather 
than local topics. In 2014, for example, the 
church asked all the school board candi¬ 
dates what they thought about a ban on 
abortion and Jews’ right to Israel and their 
views on marriage. 

These surveys come from the church’s

When

C alvary Chapel members 
trying to remake public 
schools in their church's gay- 
hating, fire-and-brimstone 
image is nothing new. Last 
decade, their target was the 
Santa Ana Unified School 
District (SAUSD). In 2004, 
three fired counselors from 
Valley High School filed a law¬ 
suit alleging a "common plan 
and scheme of certain district 
administrators and school 
officials who participated in 
a faith-based association to 
promote the interest of others 
who participated in this faith- 
based association." 

The faith-based associa¬ 
tion? A Bible-study group led 
by Calvary Chapel members. 

The lawsuit alleged the 
cabal had a pal inthen- 
Superintendent Al Mijares 
(currently superintendent for 
the Orange County Depart¬ 
ment of Education) and an 
ally on the board of trustees 
in fellow Calvary Chapel 
member Rosemarie Avila. 

And it was Mijares and Avila 
who quietly presided over 
one of the most embarrassing 
school board spectacles in 
OC history, when more than 
50 Calvary Chapel members 
asked the board to not grant 
domestic-partner benefits to 
SAUSD teachers. 

As I documented then 
(see "A Night at the Queer- 
Bashing," April 1,2004), the 
nine-hour meeting turned 
into a parade of prudes rail¬ 
ing against the homosexual 
agenda. "You don't see two 
birds taking off, two male 
birds taking off to a nest," 
said one of the speakers. 
"You don't see two female 
birds taking off to a nest. 

You see a male and female 
bird taking off to nest. If you 
allow [domestic benefits], it 
will lead to the devastation 
of our civilization." 

A decade later, SAUSD still 
stands, and the gays haven't 
taken over... yet

activist arm, the Watchmen Ministry, 
named after a verse from Isaiah that 
reads, “I have set watchmen on your walls, 
O Jerusalem; They shall never hold their 
peace day or night. You who make men¬ 
tion of the Lord, do not keep silent.” 

Na is active in the group, whose website 
says it is designed to “promote a biblical 
worldview in all spheres of society, cul¬ 
ture and public policy.” 

First elected to the school board in 
2008, the local business owner was 
selected by the board to serve two stints 
as president. During Na’s tenure, religious 
issues have made regular appearances. 

Parents critical of Na say he frequently 
prays at high 
school gradu¬ 
ation ceremo¬ 
nies, “abusing 
his position of 
authority and 
turning them 
into Christian 
sermons,” said 
Lisa Great- 
house, whose 
two children 

graduated in 2009 and 2013. 

In 2010, Na spearheaded a successful 
campaign to reintroduce the Bible into 
public schools as a history and literature 
course, with the help of the Watchmen 
Ministry, according to Calvary Chapel 
Chino Hills. The Chino Hills congregation 
heavily lobbied the school district to get 
the Bible course approved as an elective 
for seniors. Church members raised and 
donated $4,326 to the school district to pay 
for the 75 textbooks for the class, accord¬ 
ing to Chino’s Champion Newspapers. 

The proposal for the Bible class came as 
the district was facing a potential $30 mil¬ 
lion deficit and was slashing some of its 
more rigorous course offerings, according 
to local news reports. 

In videos 
from the Aug. 

5,2010, board 
meeting, Hibbs’ 
congregation 
can be seen 
flooding in to 
support the 
Bible as part of 
the curriculum. 

During the meeting, Hibbs stood up to 
dismiss concerns that the Bible curricu¬ 
lum “somehow endorses or indoctrinates 
children regarding the Christian faith.” 

“We’re talking about bringingback the 
Bible,” Hibbs said during the public com¬ 
ment period. “We’re going back to our 
roots. The first educational book at Har¬ 
vard and Yale [universities] was the Bible.” 

The audience erupted in applause 
and cheers.

Pondoff, a community member, said dur¬ 
ing the meeting. “The only thing that 
taught me the highest values was learn¬ 
ing from the Bible. The Bible teaches you 
not to kill, not to commit adultery and to 
abstain from sex before marriage. Isn’t that 
what’s lacking in our teenagers today?” 

The board unanimously approved the 
Bible course, becoming at least the fifth 
school district in California that year to 
offer the curriculum, according to Pef- 
fer, the lawyer for the board. Schools in 
the Long Beach Unified School District, 
Murrieta Valley Unified School District, 
Capistrano Unified School District and 
Fallbrook Union High School District all 
had Bible classes in 2010. 

The course’s textbook, The Bible and 
Its Influence, is a product of conservative 
Christian activist Chuck Stetson and his 
nonpartisan, 
nonprofit orga¬ 
nization, the 
Bible Literacy 
Project. The 
group says the 
textbook allows 
schools to study 
the Bible aca¬ 
demically while 
respecting the 
separation of 

church and state. Across the country, The 
Bible and Its Influence has been adopted by 
580 schools in 43 states, according to the 
organization’s website. In 2007, the Ala¬ 
bama State Board of Education made it an 
approved textbook, which allows the state 
to buy it with taxpayer funds. 

The book has come under fire from 
both religious and secular groups, but it 
has not faced any legal challenges, accord¬ 
ing to the Bible Literacy Project. Some 
critics say there is theologizing in the text 
and that it downplays the human origins 
of and contributions to the Bible, while 
many evangelical critics say it is anti-bibli- 
cal and demeans God. 

At the board meeting, Chino Valley 
Superintendent Wayne Joseph supported 
the class and 
stressed it 
would be 
taught respon¬ 
sibly. “We have 
to make sure 
that we don’t 
have teachers 
who are pros¬ 
elytizing reli¬ 
gion, but teachers who aren’t debunking 
or debasing the Bible,” Joseph said. “If the 
teachers teach this correctly, there will be 
no problem.” 

But parents said there were problems— 
a lack of interest chief among them. 

At one board meeting in September 2010, 
Greathouse said about a dozen students 
had enrolled in the Chino Hills High School 
Bible class, while Advanced Placement 
classes were overcrowded. “It seems to

enrollment, while our budget crisis is forc¬ 
ing the elimination of classes and programs 
and putting our students at a tremendous 
disadvantage with incredibly high class 
sizes,” Greathouse said at the meeting. 

Interest in the class remains low, even 
though it later was expanded to include 
juniors. This year, three of the four high 
schools that offered the class canceled it 
when not enough students signed up. 

The Chino Valley school district is also 
one of at least 15 programs in California that 
has used a little-known legal loophole to 
get Bible classes in public schools through 
a program called released time. About 300 
students from 22 elementary schools in the 
district get permission from their parents to 
skip their public school classes for an hour 
once a week to attend religious classes. 
Those classes are sponsored by Calvary 
Chapel Chino Hills and taught by church 
volunteers on shuttle buses parked just 
outside the school grounds. 

n 2013, the school board again fol¬ 
lowed the lead of the Calvary Cha¬ 
pel church. 

After Governor Jerry Brown 
signed a transgender protection bill into 


law in August, Hibbs, along with the 
Pacific Justice Institute and other con¬ 
servative groups, rallied support on the 
Internet to overturn what he dubbed the 
“co-ed bathroom bill,” saying it was “an 
affront to God.” The law requires public 
schools to allow students to use school 
bathrooms and locker rooms based on the 
gender with which they identify. 

“Jesus said that we are to defend the 
innocent,” Hibbs said in his video exco¬ 
riating the law. “God forbid that, on our 
watch, we would allow our kids to be 
exposed to such a terrible law that has 
been put forth.” 

In October 2013, in the midst of Cal¬ 
vary Chapel’s campaign, the Chino Valley 
school board voted 4-1 to pass a resolu¬ 
tion opposing the law. The resolution was 
purely symbolic, to express the board’s 
concerns about the issue. 

Hibbs and Calvary Chapel gathered 
more than 46,000 signatures in an 
attempt to overturn the law through a 
2014 ballot initiative. Statewide, the peti¬ 
tion fell 17,276 signatures short. 

The school board’s current concern is 
the prayer lawsuit.

After news broke in November that 
the board was being sued to stop praying, 
Hibbs again kicked into gear the activist 
congregants he calls his “prayer warriors.” 

“It has long been the tradition of our 
nation to open federal, state and local 
Legislative sessions, as well as town and 
school board meetings, with an invoca¬ 
tion asking God for divine guidance and 
blessing,” read one of the fliers passed 
out at Calvary Chapel services. “People 
of faith must unite to encourage the 
school district and its board members 
to continue their support of this time- 
honored tradition.” 

By the Jan. 15 meeting, hundreds 
of community members had signed a 
petition saying they supported school 
board prayer. And they came to the 
board meeting holding signs designed by 
the church that featured joined hands 
in front of the American flag and the 
hashtag “#letusprayCVUSD.” 

“I am grateful for people like our dis¬ 
tinguished school board members for 
stirring my curiosity about Jesus Christ,” 
community member Anthony Vela said 
during the public comment period. 

Michael Anderson is one of only two 
parents named in the lawsuit against the 
school board. The other parties, many of 
them students and parents, are listed as 
John or Jane Doe to protect their identities.

“Historically, the backlash against 
plaintiffs that seek to uphold the sepa¬ 
ration of state and church is awful and 
oftentimes violent,” said Seidel, the Free¬ 
dom From Religion Foundation lawyer. 

Anderson says people who have pub¬ 
licly supported suing the school board 
have been “jeered and intimidated” by 
Calvary Chapel members at board meet¬ 
ings. He said scores of the church’s mem¬ 
bers waiting outside the December meet¬ 
ing hissed at parents who supported the 
suit and yelled “this really sarcastic and 
mean-spirited ‘Merry Christmas.’” 

“I’m fearful that the prayers are just 
the beginning,” Anderson said. “What 
if someone comes in and starts taking 
books from school because they don’t 
think something like To Kill a Mockingbird 
should be allowed?... I am a Christian 
and was raised as a Presbyterian, but I 
don’t believe in the type of myopic ‘I’m 
right, and you’re wrong’ attitude.” 

The fight in Chino Valley is in its 
infancy, but both sides say they won’t back 
down from what promises to be a colorful 
and passionate fight about prayer. 

Even if the school board loses the court 
battle, Hibbs said he speaks for many in 
the community: “No law is going to stop 
people from praying.”

TIPS on, the. DRIP 

Vaping is always about custom tastes. Each user might have a different 
goal for vaping: be it flavor, clouds or customization. Users that mostly 
vape for the flavor might try 'dripping' or 'direct dripping': instead of filling 
up a tank, cartomizer, or clearomizer, instead one 'drips' a couple drops of 
regular e-liquid directly onto an atomizer right before taking a puff. 


But why mess with a good thing? 
Regular vaping is fine! 

Two words: Bold. Flavor. Dripping 
tends to give you the cleanest, 
"truest" of flavors with dense, bold 
clouds. It also seems to intensify 
the throat hit without skimping out 
on flavor. Another great aspect 
of dripping is the ability to vape 
many different flavors in one sitting 
without having to change tanks or fill 
an entire tank just to try a bit of flavor 
that you got a small craving for. 

Many users begin by hacking 
a pen style e-cig. Although it's 
a simple hack, as always, it is 
DEFINITELY recommended to 
educate yourself before trying any 
mods on your own-try consulting a 
shop for help. Once committed, a 
drip vaper will usually move on to a 
more customizable atomizer such 
as a rebuildable dripping atomizer 
and hack and mod away! 

What about heat? Are you into 
burning your lips on atomizers? 
That's sick, get some help. For the 
rest of us, there are drip tips! Drip 
tips are the little mouth pieces that 
plug into the atomizer to keep a 
user from getting hotlips. Most of 


these drip tips are wide enough 
to be able to be dripped directly 
down as well (recommended if you 
have steady hands or a fondness 
of spilled e-juice in your mouth). 
They come in a vast array of styles 
and types. 

There IS an art to dripping that 
one will quickly learn through trial 
and error. Always start small- 
you can always add but you can't 
always subtract (don't flood!). Take 
notes on what works and what 
doesn't. The fun in customization 
is trying new things and learning 
what works for you. 


Go on, experiment fearlessly 
but always with caution.

The House That Magic Built 

Crispy House in Artesia: One of the best Filipino restaurants around

I n past issues of this infernal rag, 
we’ve called for the annexation of 
Artesia (and its prettier sister Cer¬ 
ritos) as part of OC to claim Magic 
Wok, arguably the best Filipino restaurant 
in California. Sometimes confused with 
the Chinese-takeout chain of the same 
name, every dish at this Magic Wok is 
cooked to order, priced no more than 
10 bucks per plate, and imbued with an 
inimitable homemade flavor as though 
someone’s nanay was in the kitchen. Dur¬ 
ing Christmas, a line extends out the door 
for takeout orders of the house specialty: 
the crispy pata, a whole deep-fried, bone- 
in ham hock, served with its chicharrones 
still attached as rind, covering blubbery 
fat, chewy gristle and stringy flesh—a dish 
that reminds us the best way to eat pork 
is never when it’s branded as the other 
white meat. 

I’ve been a loyal customer of Magic 
Wok for a dozen years. I’ve witnessed it 
go through at least one fire that nearly 
destroyed it, a remodel that changed it 
from a dive to a dive with a newer coat 
of paint, and a few unexplained closures 
that lasted weeks at a time. But last fall, 
it looked as if the restaurant shuttered 
for good. As the doors remained closed 
through the holidays, there were hints 
on its Facebook page of trouble behind 
the scenes. But then, just as suddenly, 
the restaurant re-emerged a few weeks 
ago, now as Crispy House. When I went, 

I found that not much had changed. The 
room still had its squeaky red Nauga- 
hyde booths. The plastic that covered 
a menu printed in a plain font was still 
grimy. Even the familiar absence of music 


remained. And though the prices were 
slightly higher and the front-of-the-house 
staff was new and inexperienced, every¬ 
thing that mattered was still the same. 

Most important of all: Crispy House 
still served sisig, something I’ve long con¬ 
sidered an even better pork dish than the 
crispy pata. It’s an opus of pig that starts 
with brined pork belly that’s deep-fried; 
chopped into fingertip-sized fragments; 
then tossed with a liberal squeeze of cit¬ 
rus juice, diced ginger, a few bits of onion 
and peppers for color. When you eat this 
divine hog hash, you encounter slips of 
quivering blubber, crispy shards of skin 
and crunchy chunks of meat. But as you 
shudder and moan in induced ecstasy, 
you realize you’re capable of devouring 
the whole plate, which is equivalent to 
eating a whole pack of bacon by yourself. 
And that may be the magic behind Crispy 
House’s sisig: Even though it’s made of 
99 percent pork and constitutes a whole 
week’s worth of your recommended 
intake of fat, it’s extraordinarily light on 
the palate. You never get sick of eating it. 

If you dare take in more pork, Crispy 
House also serves lechon kawali, nugget¬ 
sized cubes of deep-fried pork belly you 
dab with a brown, goopy, sweet-and-sour 
liver sauce made specifically for this pur¬ 
pose. But even if you’re not trying to eat 
pork, Crispy House revels in pig: Some of 
the vegetables dishes tend to have pork 
in them. The ginisang ampalaya is bit¬ 
ter melon stir-fried with fingers of pork, 
the sweetness of the meat balancing the 
bracing bitterness of a gourd whose many 
health benefits might possibly include 
canceling out the effects of the pork. 


For soup, Crispy House’s most popular 
stew—the sinigang na baboy—has gobs 
of fatty pork belly simmered with a few 
slices of daikon, green beans and onion, 
brought out in a metal pail. Customarily, 
you consume it by dousing the tamarind- 
soured soup over rice. But you could just 
sip it in between bites to wipe your palate 
clean of the grease left behind from the 
fried entrees. 

I could go on and on about every dish 
I’ve eaten here over the past 12 years: 
the wok-seared simplicity of the bistek 
tagalog, thin slices of beef stir-fried with 
garlic, soy and tossed with onions hoops; 
the yogurt tang of the deep-fried milk- 
fish the Pinoys call bangus; the bungee 
bounce of the clear noodles of the pancit 
sotanghon. They’re all still great. But no 
visit to Magi—er, Crispy House is com¬ 
plete without the pinakbet, a stir-fry that 
eats like a stew, overflowing with almost 
every product found in the Asian produce 
aisle but whose most essential ingredient 
is bagoong, a stinky, pungent purplish 
paste made from fermented brine shrimp 
that flavors the gravy. 

And, oh, the “Special Combo” break¬ 
fast is served all day. If you count the egg, 
it includes contributions from cow, pig, 
chicken and fish—a veritable species sam¬ 
pler. So, c’mon, let’s start the campaign to 
annex Artesia! Plus, when we succeed, we 
get Little India as part of the booty.

Green With Glory

W hat kind of food does Green 
Tomato Grill serve? Despite its 
Alice Waters-esque name, the restau¬ 
rant explicitly admits on its website it 
"[doesn't] serve the healthiest food on the 
planet, nor do we have the best sustain¬ 
able practices of any restaurant." There's 
trendy shit such as flatbread melts, poke 
and bowls, yet the flavors—chile verde in 
a bowl that seems stolen from the kitchen 
of your pocha aunt from La Puente, a 
Greek flatbread wrap that's as succulent 
as a gyro—show the special care of chef 
Kyle Markt. He's a big ol' gabacho that 
nevertheless puts adobo flavoring on his 
chile lime popcorn... and he started his 
career in Cleveland? WTF? 

But that's the beauty of this Orange 
restaurant. It calls backto classic OC 
curveballs such as the Gypsy Den 
and Break of Dawn in serving dishes 
that fall into no other category except 
delicious—a dangerous tightrope in a 
county that likes its chefs to stick to a 
genre. There's a bit of a Chipotle feel to it 
thanks to the simplified menu, featuring 
cutesy item names such as "Green" and 
"Red"—but, again, the rub is in the exe¬ 
cution. That Red, for instance, is a stun¬ 
ning stew that cuts between Yucatan 
and Whole Foods with its wisp of spice 
among a mountain of carrots and onions. 
The fried green tomatoes are Southern 
charm at its finest, but tweaked with a 
crunchier panko crust and a mysterious 
sauce that's somewhere between barbe¬ 
cue and a spicy hummus. They're really 
into the sauces here, offering eight that 
span the globe from the Mediterranean 
to Asia to Mexico (although the haba- 
nero pepper's punch gets watered down 
with chipotle—do one or the other but 
don't blend both, kids!). 

And those sauces go great with the 
breakfast burritos, streamlined bricks 
that get all the crazy Yelp kids rightfully 
a-flutter. Whatever Green Tomato Grill 
cooks, it's working—a second spot in Brea 
should open any month. Kudos to Markt 
for being one of the brave! So remember 
to toast him with his agave syrup-spiked 
lemonade, which tastes just like God's own 
secret stash of vino.

A naheim has plenty of Dis- 

nerds and Angels fans, but it 
certainly doesn’t have enough 
Korean fried chicken; with¬ 
out it, what else would people chew on 
while downing melon bar soju? Of the few 
establishments bringing chi-mac (a com¬ 
bined term for “chicken” and “maekju”— 
the Korean word for beer, and referring to 
late-night drunk-eating at Korean restau¬ 
rants) to town, Crazy Chi-Mac is the capi¬ 
tal. Whether it’s Hite, makgeolli or corn 
cheese you want with your fried chicken, 
this little establishment is where you’ll 
find every necessary item in the lexicon of 
drunken Korean munchies. 

While a spectrum of non-spicy to spicy 
fried chicken is clearly laid out, the half- 
and-half—a mixed bag of the regular and 
spicy varieties with fries on top—is one

Hell On Wheels 

Mad Max: Fury Road is two hours of peerless, exhausting gearhead mayhem

T his doesn’t feel like a film that 
exists. How is George Miller’s 
bonkers, exhausting, no-future 
smash-’em-up Mad Max: Fury 
Road not one of those almost-was boon¬ 
doggles mourned and dreamed of by fans, 
a revered director’s impossible vision that, 
thanks to the un-stout hearts of studio 
beancounters, never actually vaulted from 
storyboard to screen? 

But Fury Road somehow is. In the era of 
greenscreened blockbusters, we have an 
R-rated studio release on which a 70-year- 
old director blew hundreds of millions of 
dollars crashing real cars into one another 
in Namibia. You know the charge that 
Furious 7 feels as if it’s what you would get 
if you asked a Hot Wheels-loving 10-year- 
old to work out the beats of a screenplay? 
Fury Road is what the kid might dream up 
at 14, stoned at the motocross, keyed up 
on Mountain Dew and old Conan comics, 
except instead of writing a script he’s light¬ 
ing those Hot Wheels on fire and chucking 
them at your face. He’s also, touchingly, a 
feminist and eager for you to know it. Plus, 
he’s tireless, touched with some genius, 
and you would not believe just how many 
of those cars he has to throw. 

Here is a movie whose lead (Tom 
Hardy), 15 minutes in, is lashed to the 
hood of a hopped-up, flame-flatulent 
Chevy as though he’s the figurehead 
maiden on the prow of some 16th-century 


ship. A villain—one of the film’s many 
bald, scarred-over, mud-caked, cancer-rid¬ 
den, raccoon-eyed albinos—has chained 
Hardy’s Mad Max there as a fuel source. 
Turns out, in Miller’s wasteland, the bad 
guys need to siphon off the blood of the 
rest of us, especially while rocketing across 
the flatlands in a convoy that resembles 
GWAR’s remake of Cannonball Run. 

Hardy just hangs on the hood through 
the first of many relentless, terrifying, 
time-stopping road wars. Max has an 
IV jacked into him, feeding the driver, 
an action-film innovation that had me 
squirming. The crashes and explosions 
and impalings trigger some pleasure in 
me, but nothing like fear. But the thought 
of being whipped around by a crazed 
driver while donating plasma? For the 
movie’s first third, my veins shriveled up 
as tight as angel-hair pasta. 

Like the Mad Max films from three 
decades ago, Fury Road’s script is stripped 
down to rage and momentum. Neither 
Hardy nor Charlize Theron speak much 
as they rumble across the desert, and what 
we know of their characters comes from 
observed detail: the way he’s happy to 
abandon Theron and the young women she 
has saved to the warlord pursuing them, 
or the way she hides a gun in every cranny 
of the cab of her rig, and then a knife, too, 
in the stick of her stick shift—Fury Road 
spits in the eye of automatic transmissions. 


His motivation, at first, is mere survival; it 
richens, eventually, to survival and hoping 
to get a barbed death-mask off his face. 
(Hardy probably tapped into his experi¬ 
ence on the set of The Dark Knight Rises .) 

Hers is more complex, so the movie has 
her say it out loud: “Redemption.” Then 
it’s back to the automotive combat, a two- 
hour parade/destruction derby of rust- 
buckets so viciously spiked you could do 
a brisk business selling audiences tetanus 
shots after the movie. 

Theron is every bit the swaggering tough 
Hardy is. The women she has rescued are 
the supermodel wives of Immortan Joe 
(Hugh Keays-Byrne), a local ginger god- 
king in a bucktoothed gas mask. The brides 
prove capable road warriors themselves, but 
they’re later outclassed by a ladies-only tribe 
of sexagenarian ass-stompers on motor¬ 
bikes. As with Max and Nux, an albino 
slave of that god-king (played by Nicholas 
Hoult), they’re survivors trying to escape 
the exploitative logic of Miller’s wasteland, 
which will harvest a commodity from any¬ 
one powerless: Max’s blood, Nux’s strength, 
the wives’ fertility and the breastmilk of the 
women Immortan Joe has imprisoned in his 
dairy. Miller and his screenwriters (Brendan 
McCarthy and Nick Lathouris) have the 
good taste to not assign the heroines any of- 
our-culture girl-power sass—early on, when 
Theron’s Furiosa fights Max to a draw, she 
doesn’t shout, ‘You’re going down, bitch!” 


The story is streamlined, but the action 
isn’t. At one point, Miller has four differ¬ 
ent convoys pursuing Theron’s rig, and 
his cameras seem to be fighting to keep 
up with the dozens of cars onscreen at 
any moment. Hollywood action today 
is usually a stuttering blur of CGI bone¬ 
crushing in which you have to take the 
movie’s word for it that something worth 
your awe has happened. Miller’s car-vs.- 
car dust-ups are something different alto¬ 
gether: real cars, practical stuntwork and 
the return of the thrill of believing what 
you’re seeing—and wondering how they 
pulled it off, especially as those albino 
warriors swoop up and down the caravans 
on harpoons and chains and great bending 
flagpoles. The feeling here is of real events 
Miller and his team happened to be cover¬ 
ing, as if the world’s best-equipped news- 
van were catching impossible vehicular 
mayhem en route to Burning Man. 

The design is perhaps more memorable 
than the stuntwork. The junkshop con¬ 
voy built for the film, those armadilloed 
muscle cars and Bigfoot-wheeled Caddies, 
is ingenious and hilarious, something Ed 
Roth might have come up with if he’d 
turned pirate. As the action ground on, 
wearing me down, the cars themselves 
continually dazzled me with their inven¬ 
tion: One truck is all amplifiers, pyro 
blasts, a timpani drum corps and a shred¬ 
ding guitar player, sort of like Ozzfest’s 
entry in the Rose Parade. 

Still, for all the ways the movie feels 
singular and impossible, like something 
the studio suits couldn’t possibly have 
signed off on, Fury Road also feels entirely 
of its era. I admire its craft and cruel wit, 
and its willingness to trust us to work out 
the particulars of its world, but it lulled 
me into that familiar state of summertime 
action fatigue, of being worn down by the 
violence rather than geared up, of wait¬ 
ing the mayhem out rather than tracking 
it. It’s an end-of-the-world thriller that 
can bum you out by suggesting the death 
of our own film culture. About 90 min¬ 
utes in, as spiked-over jalopies caromed 
again and again into Theron’s big rig, my 
dazzlement sank into something akin to 
horror: What if the wasteland rage of Fury 
Road is the only feeling studio movies 
of the future bother to stir in us? We’re 
strapped to the hood, and who knows 
what’s being siphoned from us?

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EVERY SECRETTHING Some things are 
easier if you can sleep through them," 
sleepyhead Dakota Fanning tells Elizabeth 
Banks' weary detective in what prob¬ 
ably amounts to the mission statement 
posted outside the production trailer for 
Every Secret Thing. An excellent cast is 
directed by Amy Berg to project all the 
colors of the emotional rainbow from 
vacant dissociation to slight anxiety; 
hitched to Berg's equally colorless 
assemblage of talking-heads photography 
and a Lifetime-grade script about kid¬ 
napped babies, the result is a cheerless 
and nonsensical thriller following two 
young women who, as children, stole a 
baby from a front porch for absolutely no 
discernible reason. After serving seven 
years in juvenile detention, Alice (Danielle 
Macdonald), an overweight introvert 
with an irritating case of vocal fry and 
an embarrassed mother (Diane Lane), 
leaves the house each day ostensibly 
seeking jobs. But she secretly spies on 
Fanning's Ronnie. When another baby 
is kidnapped from a furniture showroom 
near the bagel shop where Ronnie works, 
Banks, the detective who investigated 
the earlier kidnapping, suspects the pair 
are responsible. Look, there is no film in 
which Banks would be unwelcome, and 
Fanning is fantastically talented—how 
did such a dumb script attract such a 
great cast? Halfway through, as the film 
dispenses with all the obvious red her¬ 
rings and unspools its series of escalat¬ 
ing flashbacks, it becomes obvious that 
there's a surprise ending coming over 
the transom—the foreboding sense that 
the dumb setup is going to pay off with 
a shocking, dumb narrative twist. (Not 
Rated) Chris Packham. Regency South

PITCH PERFECT 2 There's enough to 
laugh at in Pitch Perfect2, and the sing¬ 
ing is fun, but the movie doesn't match 
or exceed the polyphonic jubilance of its 
predecessor. It tries to fork over many of 
the pleasures of the first movie without 
changing them around all that much. 
There's a do-or-die competition (this time, 
the team to beat is a bunch of humor¬ 
less Germans who call themselves Das 
Sound Machine), several romances that 
stumble before getting off the ground, 
and the usual ceremonial humiliation of 
the overweight girl. Rebel Wilson once 
again plays Fat Amy, who embraces her 
size with gusto, and you might say she 
makes her entrance ass-backward. Amy 
accepts her fate cheerfully, even though 
the embarrassment she suffers is really 
just sort of blandly unfunny. Pitch Perfect 
2 isn't awful; but despite all its striving 
to give us more, it just doesn't have the 
energy that a sequel needs to leap the 
bar of high expectations. Anna Kendrick, 
that adorable human chipmunk, returns 
as Beca, who is now rounding the end of 
her senior year at Barden College. Her 
sorority-slash-singing group, the Bellas, 
have inducted a new member: Emily (the 
charmingly low-key Hailee Steinfeld). Her 
only flaw is that she happens to have a 
gift for writing her own material, while 
the Bellas favor cover songs. So what's 
the problem, exactly? Meanwhile, Beca 
has become distracted by an internship 
at a recording studio run by an exacting 
tyrant, played, wonderfully, by Keegan- 
Michael Key—every scene he's in has a 


crackerjack nuttiness, suggesting that, 
with better material, director Elizabeth 
Banks could take the loopy spirit she 
brings to her film performances and trans¬ 
late it into behind-the-camera vision. (PG- 
13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

WHERE HOPE GROWS One of the 
most intriguing aspects of Where Hope 
Grows is also among the least important: 
Danica McKellar (that's Winnie Cooper 
to us mere mortals) and William Zabka 
("Sweep the leg, Johnny!") play a married 
couple. The faith-based drama surround¬ 
ing their tertiary relationship tells of a 
washed-up ballplayer whose unexpected 
friendship with a young adult living with 
Down syndrome yields many insights of 
the life-affirming variety. Writer/director 
Chris Dowling handles that worrisome 
premise with a more even hand than 
this genre's ill-advised predecessors, 
though Produce (David DeSanctis),the 
inspirational teen in question, is often 
reduced to a narrative device rather than 
a three-dimensional character. Calvin 
Campbell (Kristoffer Polaha) is a single 
father whose fleeting glory on the base¬ 
ball diamond does little to make his cur¬ 
rent struggles any easier, while Produce 
works among the fruits and vegetables 
at a local supermarket with the dastardly 
Colt (Michael Grant), a patently evil youth 
who happens to be dating Calvin's daugh¬ 
ter. These combustible narrative elements 
come to a head in a third act that reduces 
Where Hope Grows to an overt morality 
tale. (Spoiler-averse viewers needn't 
read on.) When a drunk-driving accident 
leaves two key characters in life-or-death 
peril, Dowling and Co. coyly use the fact 
that the more innocent of the two is alive 
as a triumphant reveal—all well and 
good, though also a bit awkward con¬ 
sidering a stadium full of fans erupts in 
applause at the exact moment we realize 
someone else is dead. (PG-13) Michael 
Nordine. Countywide.

AVENGERS: AGE OF ULTRON 

Avengers: Age ofUltron\s a complicated, 
ticking machine—a cuckoo clock under 
attack. Returning helmer Joss Whedon 
is earnestly trying to make a movie out 
of a bag of bolts: six stars, nine cameos, 
three enemies, and at least ten films to 
go before the climactic Avengers: Infinity 
War: Part II opens in May 2019. In Age 
ofilltron's opening tracking shot through 
a forest battlefield, you sense Whedon 
racing to cram it all in before the bell tolls. 
Age ofUltron doesn't bother with sur¬ 
prises. It simply is—a movie monolith for 
the devout. A Zen calm has overtaken the 
characters, who fight and flip without ever 
being short of breath. Laser bolts can miss 
them by inches, and they'll nonchalantly 
crack a joke about home remodeling, 
as though that seconds-ago near-death 
never happened. Though the whole planet 
is in peril—as ever—their attitude is so 
low-stakes that we forget, too. In the Age 
of Under-Slept Animators, blockbuster 
warfare is just a digital blur. Whedon, 
who also wrote the script, recognizes that 
fans come for the kicks but remember 
the quips. He wants to give us everything, 
and that he fits it all in is its own kind of 
feat. Age ofUltron is a middling film, yet 
it's so heavy with his sweat that it never 
feels like a lazy cash-in—which for a pre¬ 
ordained summer megahit is an accom¬ 
plishment. Whedon is a people-pleaser, 
the kind of old-school director who can 


confidently pivot between genres, even 
within the same film. I sometimes think 
Hollywood would better off with more 
master craftsmen like him, and fewer tor¬ 
tured geniuses aping Christopher Nolan. 
(Our film schools would certainly be emp¬ 
tier.) (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE DTRAIN Jack Black is going indistinct 
on us in The D Train, playing a smiling 
schlemiel, the nicest of nice guys, a chip¬ 
per townie whose life is centered around 
bringing everyone back for his twenty- 
year high school reunion. He's a husband 
and father, but the reunion seems to be 
the only thing that matters to him. Just 
why is never clear; this is one of those 
movies where any summary of the plot 
would demand frequent use of the words 
"for some reason." The film nudges us 
to find him ridiculous, but it also asks us 
to feel sorry for him when the rest of the 
alumni committee goes out for drinks 
without him. Problem is, the people hurt¬ 
ing his feelings are the first characters 
we can identify with: Can't we go to that 
bar, too, where people act like people, 
rather than follow this unfathomable drip? 
No, we have to follow Black's Dan as he 
pulls a reverse City Slickers, hightailing 
it to Los Angeles to corral Oliver Lawless 
(James Marsden), an actor in commer¬ 
cials who was once the high school's 
most popular dude, and secure his RSVP 
for the reunion. For some reason Dan 
tricks his boss into flying him out there 
under the guise of some potential windfall 
for their business—and the boss (Jeffrey 
Tambor) decides to tag along, meaning 
we get many scenes of the hoariest of 
sitcom setups: A liar comes this close to 
coming clean, but then can't. Still, there 
is a strong, surprising twenty-minute bro- 
mance in the middle that justifies the film's 
existence, if not its listlessness and famil¬ 
iarity. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

EX MACHINA Ex Machina is an egghead 
thriller with a scary selling point: It's a 
smart film about the shrinking divide 
between man and robot. It's also a hoot, 
an anti-comedy where all of the jokes 
double as threats, and vice versa. Ex 
Machina is the directorial debut of sci-fi 
screenwriter Alex Garland. It's the film 
version of an iPhone: small, expensive- 
looking, and a touch overhyped—plus an 
addictive sales pitch for whatever Garland 
makes next. Our hero is computer coder 
Caleb (Domhnall Gleeson), a nervous 
26-year-old smartypants tasked by tech 
billionaire Nathan (Oscar Isaac) with 
investigating a robot named Ava (the 
symmetrically perfect Swedish actress 
Alicia Vikander), who has big boobs, a 
see-through stomach, and a child's curi¬ 
osity about the world beyond her locked 
living quarters. Nathan wants Caleb to see 
if she passes the Turing Test—can her 
mind pass for a human's? The film keeps 
us at a remove, asking us, too, to observe 
and deduce. But Caleb has a harder time 
staying logical. As Ava and Caleb begin 
to bond, she covers her machinery with 
girlish dresses. Vikander's posture is so 
erect and her balletic walk so precise that 
she's convincing as a machine who's con¬ 
vincing as a human—she lets us under¬ 
stand why Caleb almost forgets about 
her circuitry, even as she reminds us to 
stay alert. Eventually, she'll ask Caleb a 
question he's afraid to answer: What will 
Nathan do with her if Caleb decides her 
wiring isn't perfect? The answer is inevita¬ 
ble. But the route Ex Machina takes to get 
there is full of fun detours—robot nudity, 
disco dancing, digressions on Jackson 


Pollock—that celebrate Garland's own 
imperfect chaos, an achievement worth 
applause. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

LITTLE BOY Did you know that there's a 
new family-audience feature film that 
implies God nuked Japan because one 
plucky American moppet dared to dream? 
That's no exaggeration. In the summer of 
1945, the kid stands on a California dock, 
points his fingers magician-style out at 
the Pacific horizon, and screams a series 
of prayerful "Arggggh!"s in his efforts to 
perform some war-ending miracle. He's 
trying to move heaven and earth to get 
his father home from a P.O.W. camp; the 
movie, confoundingly, intercuts the dad's 
capture and torture with the son's being 
tossed by small-town bullies into a dump¬ 
ster. The kid prays and arggghs until the 
filmmakers, gauche and monstrous, cue 
up a jubilant "This Little Light of Mine" for 


since learning the film is called Little Boy 
and that "Little Boy" is its small-fry hero's 
nickname. One morning his neighbors are 
dancing in the street, and the headline 
in the local paper credits "Little Boy" 
with de facto ending the war. That God, 
always eager to smite foreign cities if you 
just believe ! Examinations of faith on film 
don't have to be noxious. This spring a 
welcome restoration of Rene Clement's 
1952 jewel Forbidden Games will be hit¬ 
ting screens. That's an honestfWm about 
children's faith and trauma in World War 
II, one about the ways that ritual can help 
us persevere through loss. But Little Boy 
is fitted for an era in which finding the 
faith that might sustain just isn't uplifting 
enough—despite the fact that that's the 
only thing faith can actually do. Instead, 
the faith of Pepper Busbee (Jakob Salvati) 
is just another superpower. (PG-13) Alan

Somewhat-Great Scott! 

An art exhibit focusing mostly on Back to the Future is 
sometimes Marty McFly, sometimes Biff

P OPzilla’s Ryan Batcheller and 
Sam Carter, the nerd-culture 
mavens responsible for last 
year’s Tim Burton tribute, 
have followed up that dynamite show 
with another exhibition at Rothick Art 
Haus. “TIME after TIME: A Tribute to 
Time Travel in Pop Culture” is an ode 
to the Michael J. Fox-starring Back to 
the Future trilogy. If you’re a fan of those 
films, I expect you’ll be thrilled. I was 
never enchanted by the them, however, 
and if you feel the same way, you may be 
less likely to think this exhibition is on par 
with the previous show. 

Let me get the best of the Back to the 
Future fandom out of the way first: Michael 
Matsumoto’s W8AMINIT combines three 
time-period-specific Marty McFlys with 
the clock-tower face, flux capacitor and 
LED readouts. It’s a fine piece that would 
make a great cover for the 30th-anniver- 
sary boxed set; I chuckled at the Oedipal 
horror of Lea Thompson putting the moves 
on Fox in Jeff Delgado’s digital cartoon 
Parked; look for Brandon Starr’s very cool 
lenticular print, The McFly Kids. Move 
left or right, and all but Marty disappear; 
Brandi Dimino’s rustic Cafe is a triptych 
of the Delorean with diner/Zone/saloon 
backdrops laser-engraved onto wood pan¬ 
els; lastly, Zack Gracia’s Hoverboard, with 
Marty’s cuffed jeans and basketball shoes 
in the frame, the bright colors of the board 
contrasting with a phantasmal background 
haze of green and LEDs. 

Those taking more risks with their 
choices include Austin Haynes; his A 
Most Excellent Supper is a Da Vinci parody 
with characters from Bill St Ted’s Excellent 
Adventure, but with the stroke of genius: 
It’s digitally printed on metal. There’s a lot 
going on in Anabelle Dimang’s imagina¬ 
tive watercolor-and-ink An Army Matches 
on it’s Stomach. Titled after a (misspelled) 
Napoleon quote, Dimang’s work riffs on 
the Ziggy Piggy scene from Bill St Ted, 
Jacques-Louis David’s iconic painting, 
and then throws in an ice cream pun for 
good measure. I was wholly charmed by 
Layal Idriss’ petite watercolor, TARDIS 
Umbrella, with its row of yellow stars 
hanging by strings above the mini blue 
raingear and the tip a tiny blue police box. 

Kudos for branching out go to Where 
It Started, Jemely and Jeremy Jayme’s 
vision of Booker and Elizabeth from the 
video game Bioshock Infinite. A dinosaur 
licks its chops in Luke Flowers’ tongue- 
in-cheek Wrong Place, Wrong Time, as 
cartoon versions of Bill and Ted, Marty 
and Doc Brown, and Rod Taylor holding 
a dead Moorlock from the 1960 version 


of The Time Machine, all standing in front 
of a junk pile of their demolished, crash- 
landed time machines. I wish I owned 
Chris Williams’ exquisite, acrylic on wood 
Dia de los Muertos-esque TARDIS, com¬ 
plete with delicate fez-hatted skull poking 
out from the glowing doors. Bimal Gora- 
jia’s snarky revamp poster for Midnight in 
Paris substitutes the names of the actors 
for the artists they played, save Owen 
Wilson (who no one takes seriously as an 
artist, anyway). Last, but not least, I bow 
before the talented Tracie Cotta: Her two 
dioramas—Adventure in Time and Space’s 
TARDIS floating through the white flecks 
of painted stars and It’s an Excellent 
Adventure After All, her mash-up of Bill St 
Ted and Disneyland’s It’s a Small World— 
are superbly inspired. 

There are also a couple of missteps, the 
worst by Carter and Batcheller: Carter’s 
delightful watercolor on paper Vortex 
Goggles On!— with Calvin and Hobbes 
flying their cardboard box directly at a 
pack of Mesozoic dinosaurs—falls into 
Shepard Fairey territory, the work too 
close a copy of Bill Watterson’s original 
illustration to offer anything else. It’s 
a shame, too, because he’s imaginative 
enough that I would have liked to see 
his take. While I liked his trio of cartoon 
caricature Biff incarnations from Back to 
the Future, Batcheller’s portrait of a sonic 
screwdriver-wielding David Tennant will 
send any serious Doctor Who fan bonkers 


by discombobulating the doctor’s “wibbly 
wobbly, timey wimey... stuff“ quote as 
“ Whimsy Wobbly Timey Wimey.” 

Loaded as the show is with art inspired 
by alternative time-travel stories— 
Futurama, Meet the Andersons, Peabody 
and Sherman, Time Bandits, and Army 
of Darkness, among others—there’s a lot 
more attention paid to Back to the Future, 
a film that’s clearly near and dear to the 
curators’ hearts. Understandable, but 
just two references to the novel and film 
that started it all, H.G. Wells’ The Time 
Machine ? I appreciate the allusion to the 
Nicholas Meyer H.G. Wells-vs.-Jack the 
Ripper film from 1979 by titling the exhi¬ 
bition Time After Time, but not a single 
piece of art inspired by it? No Star Trek. IV, 
12 Monkeys, Groundhog Day, Somewhere 
in Time or even The Butterfly Effect? No 
TV shows such as Quantum Leap or Land 
of the Lost ? It’s also worth mentioning the 
amount of wall space taken up by Carter 
and Batcheller’s art. No denying their 
work is good and deserves to be seen, but 
here’s hoping the next show they produce 
will involve them doing a bit more curat¬ 
ing and a little less self-promotion.

W hether it's juicing, recycling, buying 
organic or using your own poop 
for fertilizer (look it up!), a sustainable life¬ 
style requires extra effort. But thanks to 
all the yoga-pants-wearing moms, it's not 
hard to stop creating waste destined for 
a landfill. Overthe past couple of years, 
blogs such as Zero Waste Home and 
Trash Is for Tossers have taught readers 
to rethink our routines and ultimately 
discard a Mason-jar-size equivalent of 
trash once every couple of years. 

It requires composting, always buying 
from bulk bins, carrying copious reus¬ 
able bags and awkwardly asking your 
Thai restaurant to put its curry inside the 
Pyrexyou brought. But it feels empower¬ 
ing and forces you to evaluate exactly 
what goes into your body and your 
home. Thankfully, there are plenty of 
substitutions so you can take baby steps 
toward a zero-waste lifestyle: 

Biodegradable Toothbrushes. The 

rad bamboo toothbrushes from Brush 
With Bamboo (brushwithbamboo.com) 
have compostable handles and recy¬ 
clable bristles. For entirely compostable 
brushes, visit the Environmental Tooth¬ 
brush (environmentaltoothbrush.com.au). 
Safety Razors. Why have I been using 
disposable razors?! So they can sit in a 
pool of water in my shower and rust after 
a week? Safety razors are expensive at 
the outset ($30-$50), but they last a life¬ 
time, and replacement blades are cheap. 
Unfortunately, some facilities cannot 
recycle razor blades. 

Kitchen Bits. Pretty much everything 
in your kitchen has a reusable version. 
Swap out plastic straws for stainless- 
steel, dishwasher-safe ones. Trade Zip- 
loc bags for cloth sandwich bags. Switch 
from the pain-in-the-ass, plastic ice-cube 
tray to a sleek stainless-steel model. And 
if you prefer drip coffee, go from paper to 
hemp filters that will last years.

Lucky Bastard of Fine Tattoo Work 


T here are few local tattooers 
who can top Lucky Bastard’s 
Japanese-style tattoos, but if 
you ask him, the head of Fine 
Tattoo Work in Orange is just glad anyone 
wants to get tattooed by him. “I’m hon¬ 
ored to do pretty much whatever people 
ask me to do,” Lucky says. “I’ve had six 
zero-dollar days in a row before, when 
you’re just sitting in a shop trying not to 
go crazy.” 

One of Lucky’s favorite things about 
what he does is the variety of people he 
gets to interact with. “The cool thing 
about California is that it’s the ultimate 
melting pot,” Lucky says. “I get to touch 
so many people from all different back¬ 
grounds and religions. If I tattooed in the 
Midwest, I’d probably get mostly white 
and Christian people, and it might be a lot 
of the same tattoos over and over again.” 

Though he started in the 1980s, few of 
Lucky’s contemporaries are still tattoo¬ 
ing, with so many of them having fallen 
behind the times and becoming irrelevant. 
“I grew up drawing, but it was really punk 
rock and gangs that got me into tattooing,” 
Lucky says. “I’m half-Mexican and half¬ 
white, so I wasn’t Mexican enough for 
the Mexican gangs, and there really were 
no white gangs for people like me. That’s 
where punk rock came in. [That] scene 
was a place for me to survive.” 

With older friends who just wanted 
to be covered in tattoos for intimidation 
purposes, Lucky had the perfect canvases 
to practice on. But nowadays, his clien¬ 
tele includes those who want the prettiest 
tattoos they can get. “A lot of guys com-

plain [about the popularity of tattoos], 
but it’s never been this big before,” Lucky 
says. “There’s no way a pretty young girl 
would come in for a full sleeve. Now, 
females make up a huge portion of my 
clients. They’re some of my best clients 
because they want really cool shit, and 
they’re not afraid to go big, they just want 
it to look beautiful.” 

Social media has also made an impact 
on his business. “As visual artists, we cre¬ 
ate pieces of art and can send it right to 
the core of the people who want to see it,” 
he says. “You get an immediate reaction. 
It’s another thing you had to get hip with. 
Some of the old-timers don’t publish, and 
they say they don’t want the attention you 
get on Instagram. You can pretend you 
don’t care, but everyone gives a shit what 
people think of their art. 

“The whole thing about suffering art¬ 
ists is that they’re suffering because of 
themselves,” he continues. “Artists are 
like children. Hell, I’m still looking for 
acceptance from my old bosses. I haven’t 
worked for some of these guys for 20 
years, but it still matters to me.”

An Old Dog Learns New Tricks 

Weenie Roast lineup re-defines where KROQ is headed

K at Corbett attended her first 
Weenie Roast as a fan in 1999. 
Though she’d rather not 
remember the “Limp Bizkit- 
Creed year,” the KROQ-FM 106.7 DJ 
points to the event’s size and loyalty to the 
station’s mission as key reasons why it has 
succeeded and resonated. 

“It was weird to me that a radio [sta¬ 
tion] would put on a show that’s so big,” 
she says. “It is so large-scale that it took 
me a while to get my head around what 
it is. It wasn’t just another show; it was 
actually bands who were appreciative of 
the station spinning them, and it’s a cool 
experience to feel that love.” 

Despite other markets playing catch-up 
over the past 22 years, the Weenie Roast 
(officially called the Weenie Roast y Fiesta 
because of its proximity to Cinco De 
Mayo) has built enough cache to become 
the unofficial summer-kickoff concert 
for rock fans in Southern California. Of 
course, the definition of what a KROQ 
band sounds like has changed quite a bit if 
you look at this year’s lineup, which touts 
pop powerhouse Florence + the Machine, 
soulful crooner James Bay, and indie gods 
Death Cab for Cutie. 

The event has allowed the station to 
evolve from a regional powerhouse to 
a national heavyweight. Delivering an 
impressive array of headliners along 
with up-and-comers and local talent, the 
Weenie Roast plays a pivotal role in intro¬ 
ducing fans to bands that are likely to be 
in heavy rotation for the rest of the calen¬ 
dar year. In 1997, KROQ added a side stage 


to showcase smaller bands, many of which 
have since graduated to the main stage. 

“It’s pretty cool that there’s a side stage 
before the main stage starts,” AWOLNA- 
TION’s Aaron Bruno says. “If you get 
there early enough, you get to see a newer 
band, like we were our first time there. In 
some ways, it’s cooler than the main stage 
because everyone is standing, and they 
can get more rambunctious, and you can 
have an energetic, interactive show.” 

Additionally, the event has been a friend 
to classic rock bands trying to re-establish 
themselves. The 1996 edition saw the origi¬ 
nal lineup of KISS playing its first show 
since the early 1980s, while Ozzy Osbourne 
and Black Sabbath took the stage in 2000. 
Even in 2013, the Weenie Roast surprised 
fans when Stone Temple Pilots performed 
with Linkin Park’s Chester Bennington 
instead of Scott Weiland, ushering in a new 
era for the alternative-rock giants. 

The Weenie Roast is also known for 
its surprise guests, which include such 
modern rock giants as Soundgarden, Foo 
Fighters and Incubus. 

In terms of what bands get airplay, 
KROQ has been accused of being stuck in 
the mid-1990s, with critics pointing to the 
consistent inclusion of a finite number of 
artists. Judging by the variety and eclectic 
groups that have filled out the bill over the 
years, however, that’s far from the truth. 
While skate punk and reggae rock bands 
defined the station’s influential years, 
going as far back as 1998, groups such as 
the Prodigy and Crystal Method graced 
the Weenie Roast stage. Electronic- 


infused rock groups including Big Data 
are becoming the norm on the lineup. 

Knowing the event’s history and rela¬ 
tionship with electropop, this isn’t lost 
on the duo. “The way music has been 
evolving, and I think the lines between 
genres are blurring more and more every 
day,” Big Data’s Alan Wilkis says. “Things 
go in cycles, and people want things with 
guitars, and that’s a thing for a couple of 
years, and then they’ll want something 
with a little more kick drum, and maybe 
we’re going through a shift right now.” 

“We’re always aware as to what’s hap¬ 
pening right now,” Corbett says. “As a 
format, alternative has changed over the 
years. This station started out as a new 
wave/punk station and went into the 
grunge, Lilith Fair and then nu-metal. It’s 
constantly changing formats, and we’re a 
reflection of what’s going on. I think we 
have a forecast of what’s going to have a 
little juice for a few years.” 

For bands with local ties such as 
AWOLNATION and Saint Motel, playing 
the Weenie Roast is a career benchmark. 
“Growing up in the LA suburbs [West- 
lake], hearing about the Weenie Roast 
and anything KROQ did appealed to me,” 
Bruno says as his band readies for its third 
gig at the event. “It was always a dream to 
play anything for them, and it’s an absolute 
honor for me, and being able to put it on 
the resume is really an accomplishment.” 

Adds Saint Motel singer/pianist/guitar¬ 
ist A/J Jackson, “It’s another tradition that 
we always hear about, being locals, and it’s 
wild to know that you’re playing it.” 


Though not a definitive predictor of 
success, the lineup is a strong indicator 
that both a band and a genre of music are 
of that particular time. Even for bands 
who haven’t played it before, such as 
Death Cab for Cutie, the Weenie Roast is a 
bit more important than some of the other 
radio-sponsored shows that may fill out 
a band’s touring calendar. The indie rock 
veterans played KROQ’s Almost Acoustic 
Xmas in 2011, but playing the Weenie 
Roast this year offers the group a chance 
to have fun in multiple ways. “You know 
people are going to the Weenie Roast to 
hear good music,” Death Cab bassist Nick 
Harmer says. “It always translates into 
good shows for the band because you feel 
that excitement. Festivals for us are still 
really exciting, and at an event like the 
Weenie Roast, it’s great because it gives us 
the rare chance when we’re touring to run 
into musicians that we know. It ends up 
being a fun day for everyone.” 

The Weenie Roast has become a must- 
see concert on any Southern California 
rock fan’s calendar. “There have been 
people going every year since it started,” 
Corbett says. “Maybe they don’t listen to 
KROQ as much anymore, but they love 
going to this event. We’re so, so lucky for 
this thing to have turned out the way it 
has, and somehow, it keeps resonating 
with people.”

East Coast Dub 

John Brown’s Body have Boston roots, Kingston souls

I n the backdrop of Orange County's 
sunsets, surf and palm trees, reggae 
music is a staple, and East Coast act 
John Brown’s Body are worthy of 
any beachside playlist. The octet has been 
bridging the sounds of Jamaica with mod¬ 
ern reggae for nearly two decades, snag¬ 
ging fans worldwide with live dubs, layers 
of brass and a solid rhythm section. On 
Wednesday, they’ll fill the Coach House in 
San Juan Capistrano with their trademark 
future-roots sound. 

“I love touring here,” saxophonist 
Drew Sayers says of Southern California’s 
reggae-friendly crowds and atmosphere. 
“The roots of our identity are definitely in 
upstate New York, Boston and New York 
City. But people in Southern Cali defi¬ 
nitely have their own thing going. There’s 
special vibes coming from here, and it 
lends itself well to what we do.” 

John Brown’s Body are one of the most 
interesting reggae acts to emerge from the 
’90s, although their evolution into a more 
progressive sound didn’t occur until the 
amicable departure of former songwriter 
Kevin Kinsella in 2006. Current front man 
Elliot Martin spawned a new direction 
that embraced an edgier quality to their 
music, which helped them define them¬ 
selves as purveyors of experimental roots 
music while maintaining their ties to tradi¬ 
tional reggae. 

In 2013, the group released their 10th stu¬ 
dio effort, Kings and Queens, arguably their 
most successful to date. They also released 
a dub version last month, aptly titled Kings 
and Queens in Dub, that’s a track-by-track 
reinterpretation of its predecessor, featur¬ 
ing a wish list of producers, including U.K. 
dub legend Dennis Bovell and New York’s 
lauded sound engineer Ticklah. 

The project was launched by Sayers 
with full support from their label, Easy Star 


Records. It was a natural progression given 
John Brown’s Body’s affinity for live dub, 
which has been an element of their stage 
shows since the band’s inception. Their 
unmistakable style has landed them on 
tours with Dave Matthews Band, Further 
and STS9. 

“It’s an integral part of our live show, 
to have the dubs happening. It’s similar to 
what the engineers and mixers did on the 
dub album, only it’s being done live on the 
mixer at the front of the house. You see 
the influence that it has,” Sayers says. 

The band as a whole holds an appre¬ 
ciation for Lee “Scratch” Perry and King 
Tubby, who were among the first to 
cultivate the dub sound in the late ’60s. 
“Electronic music, for me, really owes 
itself to the dub producers from Jamaica,” 
Sayers says. “They were the innovators of 
using effects, electronics, applying these 
things to music. They’re responsible for 
developing what became dubstep and the 
rhythm-and-sound stuff, all of these dif¬ 
ferent subgenres that have sprouted up.” 

Sayers shares that a five-song EP has 
already been recorded and is slated for 
release before the end of the year. The 
upcoming EP will feature fresh song¬ 
writing from Martin, plus new songs 
and vocals from guitarist Jay Spaker. If it 
catches the momentum of the previous 
two John Brown’s Body records, fans are 
in for a textured sound that’s rooted in 
reggae while reaching into the progressive 
waters of dub and trip-hop.

T he West Coast rap scene wasn't ready for 
Cecy B. The San Juan Capistrano native 
born Cecilia Barajas had a tough time getting her 
peers to take her seriously as she transitioned 
from a young mariachi singer and ballet folkloric 
dancerto a buxom OC hip-hop artist eight years 
ago. Promoters in Los Angeles would often dis¬ 
miss the Chicana rapper, saying that they'd only 
call when a female showcase night came about. 
"This is a really hard industry, especially being a 
Mexican, being a female, [with them] being like, 
'Oh, you're from Orange County? What do you 
know about hip-hop?"' she says. 

But Cecy B never let any of that get in the 
way of her dreams. Though she's now based 
in Miami, she never shies away from her OC 
upbringing and is ready to return home to Santa 
Ana to celebrate the release of a triumphant 
debut album that's been a long time coming. 

Networking with a new management 
company and producer, the rapper decided 
to leave Southern California two and a half 
years ago. "I just started feeling brand-new. I 
recorded 'Mexico' here in Miami with a Puerto 
Rican producer and my manager is from Chile; 
they were the ones screaming, 'Mexico!'" 

Cecy B says of her breakthrough brown-pride 
anthem. "I came all the way to Miami to do a 
Mexico song and get Lil Rob on it!" she adds 
with a chuckle. 

The late-night studio sessions transformed 
into The Connect, the rapper's first full-length 
album, which dropped online on Cinco de Mayo. 
"The title is a play on words, like having the 
hook-up, but it's really about having a real human

connection with people and sense of community 
within music," she says. 

That community extends to connecting 
established and up-and-coming artists. Cecy 
B was able to collaborate with B-Real from 
Cypress Hill, one of her hip-hop heroes. "He was 
so humble, down-to-earth and so easy to work 
with. When I sent him 'How We Roll,' he was 
like, 'Urn, if you don't mind, I'm gonna jump on 
this song,"' she recalls with a laugh. B-Real also 
helps power the album by adjusting his rhyme 
patterns on "Bout That" to keep pace with its 
pulsating trap beat. 

The album is stacked with tracks that are 
ready for South Beach clubs, but also strike an 
introspective tone, including "All I Do is Werk." 
But Cecy B's most personal song almost didn't 
make it. "Maybe" speaks to her self-doubt and 
sacrifices, including a painful divorce, in mak¬ 
ing music her life. It was so raw that the rapper 
could only lay down vocals in the comfort of her 
home studio. "It was the last song that I recorded 
for this album," Cecy B says. "It was a moment 
of stripping everything down." 

After baring her fears, the daughter whose 
dad came to California sin papeles for a better life 
wants to make her family and hometown proud. 
She's poised to take the stage as an accom¬ 
plished rap artist. "It's truly important for me to go 
and celebrate at home," Cecy B says. "This show 
is for my 'day-ones,' friends and family."
